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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The response filed on August 6, 2004 is acknowledged. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "wattled, perforated 
or punched nets" recited in claim 6, the "telescopic" recited in claim 14, and the "at least 
one opening" recited in claim 15 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. The

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The specification fails to teach "walls and the ceiling of which are made in the 
form of parallel surfaces" recited in claim 1 . The specification, in light of the drawings, 
appears to teach a ceiling surface which is perpendicular to the wall surfaces. The 
specification fails to teach a "module floor is made in the form of parallel surfaces" 
recited in claim 2. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 
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Claim 1 utilizes the transitional phrase "consisting of but recites "at least two 
parallel surfaces..." 

Claim 1 recites "at least one of which is made in the form of a net" and claim 18 
recites "the nets." Claim 18 is indefinite when claim 1 defines one net. 

Above are examples and not a comprehensive listing. Applicant is required to 
amend the claims in their entirety and ensure full compliance with 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph.
